
David Laws defeated as Tories 
regain Yeovil seat after 32 years

DAVID Laws, MP for the Yeovil con¬ 
stituency since 2001, sensationally lost his 
seat to Conservative challenger Marcus 
Fysh in last Thursday’s general election. 

The schools minister was just one of a string of 
high profile Liberal Democrats to be beaten, with the 
party having its number of seats slashed from 57 to 
just eight. 

In what was a terrible night for the Lib Dems, for¬ 
mer leader Charles Kennedy, Business Secretary 
Vince Cable, Chief Secretary to the Treasury Danny 
Alexander and former deputy leader Simon Hughes 
all lost. 

Mr Laws played a key part in negotiations with the 
Conservatives when the coalition was formed in 
2010, and briefly served as Chief Secretary to the 
Treasury before an expenses scandal forced him to 
resign after only a few weeks in office. 

The Yeovil parliamentary seat has been Liberal 
since Paddy Ashdown first took it from the Tories in 
the 1983 election for the then SDP-Liberal Alliance. 

Mr Laws, who previously had a majority of more 
than 13,000, was beaten by 5,313 votes - a swing of 
nearly 19,000. His share of the vote was slashed from 
55.7 per cent to a little under a third. 

He told people at Westland Leisure Complex, fol¬ 
lowing the announcement of the result at around 6am 
last Friday: “It’s been a massive privilege to have 
been MP for the past three terms. 

“It’s been a tough night for the Liberal Democrats 
in Somerset and nationally, but we will come back 
again strong in the future.” 

Mr Laws was gracious in defeat and offered con¬ 
gratulations to his victor - Conservative candidate 
Marcus Fysh. 

“I would like to congratulate Marcus and wish him 
all the luck for the future,” he said. 

Mr Laws said that the defeat was “no reflection” 
on his excellent and hard-working team and that the 
defeat was the result of a “very big swing” against 
the Lib Dems. 

New MP Marcus Fysh, who has recently served as 
a district councillor for Yeovil South and a county 
councillor for Coker, said Mr Laws had gained “uni¬ 
versal acclaim” and had proved to be a “very good 
and efficient constituency MP”. 

“There will be a lot of people who would like to

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thank him for what he 
has done for them,” said 
Mr Fysh. 

The new Yeovil MP 
added: “I am proud to be 
a fresh voice that Somer¬ 
set needs.” 

He said he wanted to 
be a good local MP, be 
thoughtful and “listen 
and learn” from the peo¬ 
ple of Yeovil. 

“I look forward to 
working with you,” he 
said. 

Mr Fysh was born in 
1970, moved to England 
from Australia aged 
three, and went to school in Bristol, London and 
Hampshire. 

He is from a medical family and has a background 
in business and investment. He joined Mercury Asset 
Management, the blue chip British pension fund in¬ 
vestment firm, in 1993. And in 2003 he used his ex¬ 
perience to set up his own business focusing on 
growth opportunities in the Asia Pacific region, Eu¬ 
rope and the UK, including farming, housing devel¬ 
opment and medical research. 

The other losing candidates - UKIP’s Simon 
Smedley, Labour’s Sheena King and Emily Mclvor 
of the Green Party - all thanked the people who 
voted for them and congratulated Mr Fysh on his 
win. 

Ms King said: “Congratulations to Marcus, but 
commiserations to David because he has been an ex¬ 
cellent MP for this area”.

In the neighbouring Somerton & Frome con¬ 
stituency, which covers Martock, the Lib Dems also 
lost to the Tories. Incumbent MP David Heath an¬ 
nounced his retirement in 2013 and David Rendel, 
who was chosen as the Lib Dem candidate last Sep¬ 
tember, couldn’t hold off the challenge from Conser¬ 
vative David Warburton. The Tory candidate won 
with 31,960 votes, a majority of more than 20,000 
and a 53 per cent share of the vote.

THE make-up of Crewkerne Town Council 
has remained unchanged following last 
week’s local election. 

The 12 members of the council all stood 
for re-election and they got the votes they 
needed to serve the town for another four 
years. 

□Ir Mike Best topped the poll with 1,965 
votes - 321 votes ahead of second- 
placed Cllr Angie Singleton. 

Also re-elected were Cllrs Rusty Jack- 
son, Robin Pailthorpe, Jo Dawson, Sylvia 
Allman, Kathy Head, Neil Sturtivant, Ben 
Hodgson, Dan Wakeman, Katy Pritchard 
and Andrew Stuart. 

It means there are 11 Liberal Democrats 
on the council with one independent, Cllr 
Katy Pritchard.

EAST DEVON 


Hugo Swire elected for 
fourth term 


HUGO Swire stormed to victory with an increased 
majority in last week's parliamentary election, as 
Ottery St Mary councillor Claire Wright fell short 
in her challenge for the East Devon seat. 

Mr Swire, the constituency's Conservative MP 
since 2001, claimed a comprehensive fourth vic¬ 
tory with more than 25,000 votes and a majority 
of 12,261. 

Independent candidate Claire Wright's unlikely 
bid for parliament came to an end, despite an im¬ 
pressive second place and almost a quarter of the 
vote share - the strongest showing by an inde¬ 
pendent anywhere in the country. 


From the editor’s chair 
No real threat to Tories 


THE Tories retained control of East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council, albeit with a slightly reduced ma¬ 
jority. 

No surprises there then and we should con¬ 
gratulate all those who won a seat at last 
week’s election. 

A majority reduced from 25 to 15 seats will 
make little or no difference to the running of 
East Devon but we should not underestimate 
the performance from the Independents who 
between them grabbed 16 seats. 

Although they failed to unseat too many of 
the big hitters with leader Paul Diviani, deputy 
leader Andrew Moulding, chairman Graham 
Godbeer and planning chairman Helen Parr, all 
retaining their seats, the East Devon Alliance 
did win 10 places on the council, the most suc¬ 
cessful challenge by a rival party since the 
council came into being in 1974. With the Lib 
Dems’ six seats, down from 10, the Tories are 
unlikely to get it all their own way - and that’s 



good for local democracy. 

One unacceptable part of the local elections 
was the failure of EDDC to announce the results 
of the town and parish elections until mid¬ 
morning on Monday. All the votes were 
counted on Saturday but not posted on the 
EDDC website. 

A number of candidates were up in arms over 
this, describing it as an affront to the parishes. 
I tend to agree. 

Neil Parish and Hugo Swire, as expected, re¬ 
tained their parliamentary seats for the Con¬ 
servatives, but a word of congratulations here 
to Claire Wright, county councillor for Ottery St 
Mary, who polled more than 13,000 as an Inde¬ 
pendent without party machinery behind her. 

I was personally disappointed that David 
Laws lost his Yeovil seat. I am not a Lib Dem but 
I thought he was a great constituency MP and 
always handled the press superbly.

A SHOCK result in last week's town council elec¬ 
tion has seen Honiton's deputy mayor stripped of 
his seat. 

John Zarczynski, a member of the council since 
his co-option in 2011, failed in his attempt to be 
re-elected after a surprise result was announced 
yesterday (Monday). 

He was one of four serving councillors to lose 
their positions as almost a dozen new faces were 
voted in. 

While a significant shake-up was expected, Mr 
Zarczynski's defeat has come as a big surprise. 

Les Bayliss, Les Lunt and Peter Corke were the 
other serving councillors to miss out on a seat. 


SEATON 


IAN Hall returned to the political scene by win¬ 
ning the two-horse race for the Axminster Rural 
seat on East Devon District Council. 

Conservative Hall beat Labour candidate (and 
outgoing Axminster mayor) Jeremy Walden by 
1,065 votes to 403 to clinch the seat. 

Councillor Hall had a 14-month spell on Axmin¬ 
ster Town Council, which came to an end in April 
2013 when he resigned over the town council's 
alleged “inadequate efforts" to investigate any 
local implications over a Cloakham Lawn plan¬ 
ning issue. Mr Hall is one of the driving forces at 
Cloakham, having succeeded Mr Moulding as 
chairman. 

In his victory speech last Friday he said: "It is a 
great, great humbling honour."

Independents hold the balance 
after District Council elections 


THREE independent councillors elected to South 
Somerset District Council have been handed the 
trump card as to holds power on the 60-seat au¬ 
thority. 

The results from Thursday’s local election were 
announced on Friday afternoon and neither the 
Conservatives nor the Liberal Democrats hold 
overall power. 

The LibDems gained 29 seats, while the Tories 
picked-up 28 to mean that the three independents 
of Cllrs Dave Bulmer, of Chard, Andrew Turpin, 
of Tatworth and Forton, and Tony Capozzoli, of 
Ivelchester, are now the kingmakers of the author¬ 
ity. 

They have to decide who to support out of either 
the LibDems or Conservatives to give a majority. 

The LibDems had been holding a 29-25 advan¬ 
tage going into the final result - that of the Yeovil 
South Ward. But the Conservatives pulled it out of 
the bag to take all three seats available in the ward 
to leave the council with no clear power. 

It is understood that the independents now have 
a couple of weeks in which to discuss and make 
their minds up on which political group to support. 

There will be three Liberal Democrats, one Con¬ 
servative and one independent representing Chard 
at the district council. Cllr Jenny Kenton retained 
her seat and will be joined by LibDem newboys 
Cllrs Garry Shortland and Jason Baker. Cllr Dave 
Bulmer, as already mentioned, will be sitting as an 
independent, while Cllr Amanda Broom won the 
Chard Combe Ward for the Conservatives. 

Total LibDem domination in Crewkerne has 
been knocked with Cllr Marcus Barrett, of the 
Conservatives, getting elected alongside Cllrs 
Mike Best and Angie Singleton, of the LibDems. 

But LibDems held firm in Ilminster where Cllrs 
Carol Goodall and Val Keitch won both seats 
available. 

The big showdown in the Blackdown Ward in¬ 
volving two of the council’s elder statesmen was 
not as close as some might have expected with 
Conservative candidate Martin Wale, a former 
Mayor of Chard, seeing off the challenge of the 
LibDems’ Nigel Mermagen by 535 votes. 

The council’s Area West committee will now 
consist of: Martin Wale, Garry Shortland, Amanda 
Broom, Jenny Kenton, Jason Baker, Dave Bulmer, 
Mike Best, Marcus Barrett, Angie Singleton, Paul 
Maxwell, Carol Goodall, Val Keitch, Linda Vijeh, 
Ric Pallister, Andrew Turpin, Sue Osborne. 

Councillors no longer on the committee are as 
follows: John Dyke, Brennie Halse, Nigel Merma¬ 
gen, Ros Roderigo and Kim Turner.

Police began a new method of assessing the 
impact of rural crime in February this year by 
recording the number of crimes against busi¬ 
nesses or properties which rely on the land for 
a living. 

Initiatives they have used to tackle rural crime 
in that time have been the Horse and Farm 
Watch schemes, operations against burglaries 
and the training of even more officers and 
PCSOs in countryside crimes such as poaching. 

Sergent Stuart Williams of the Rural Crime 
Team said: “Naturally we're very pleased about 
these figures, but we can't be complacent whilst 
there are new victims and new offences every 
day. 

“Nationally and regionally there is plenty of 
determination and energy going into fighting 
rural crime which means that sharing resources 
and ideas is better than it ever has been." 

The Police and Crime Commissioner for Avon 
and Somerset is a member of the National Rural 
Crime Network of about 20 forces, and locally 
the force is a member of a regional group as well 
as organising a forum. 

Its members include the Exmoor National Park 
Authority, NFU, South West Business Forum, 
Environment Agency, Country Landowners' As¬ 
sociation and Trading Standards officers. 

The number of rural crimes recorded from Feb¬ 
ruary 1st 2014 to April 30th 2014 was 223. This 
compares to 187 in the corresponding months 
this year. 

Across all the rural beats within Avon and 
Somerset in those same periods there was a 5.4 
per cent reduction of recorded crime; from 6,663 
to 6,301.

Rotarians support 
earthquake victims 

ROTARY Clubs across the district have been out in 
force over the past week, collecting funds to help 
victims of the recent Nepal earthquake. 

In llminster, club members raised funds for the 
Somerset-based Rotary charity Water Survival 
Box, which sends boxes containing a water filter 
and pump and other essential items to disaster 
zones around the world. The equipment will provide 
a family with 18,000 litres of safe drinking water, 
enough for a whole year. 

A total of £499.75 was collected which with Gift 
Aid was boosted to £571, almost enough to buy four 
boxes, priced at £150 each, to send to Nepal, which 
was hit by the devastating 7.8 magnitude earth¬ 
quake on April 25th. 

The Rotary Club of Crewkerne and Rotary Club of 
Crewkerne District teamed up to raise funds to give 
to Cornwall-based ShelterBox, which provides 
emergency shelter and vital equipment to disaster 
areas. A street collection over the May Day Bank 
Holiday raised £2,000. 

In addition, the Rotary Club of Crewkerne District 
had already sent funds off for two ShelterBoxes 
and two Water Survival Boxes. Members also trav¬ 
elled to Yeovil to help with a collection organised by 
the Yeovil and Yeo Vale clubs, raising a further 
£1,923 for ShelterBox. 

Members of the Rotary Club of Chard held a col¬ 
lection at Tesco, raising £620, which they added to 
£850 already received in donations plus a matching 
district, making a grand total of £2,000 to be di¬ 
vided between Water Aid and ShelterBox. 

■ THE Rotary Club of Chard has also recently been 
fundraising for local causes. A beer festival at 
Chard Football Club raised £1,400 for equine ther- 
pay charity Horseshoes and Handprints and Tat- 
worth Pre-School. A spokesperson for the club 
said: “A very successful and profitable weekend for 
which the club is grateful to all sponsers, helpers 
and all who assisted in any way.”

THE skydiving school based in Dunkeswell is 
again attempting to regain the Guinness World 
Record for the most tandem skydives completed 
in 24 hours at a single venue. 

Jump day will be Saturday, June 20th, one of 
the longest days of the year. 

This will be a big and exciting local event, ben¬ 
efiting loads of local and national charities. 

Most people will be raising money for charities 
close to their heart. 

The skydiving school believes hundreds of 
thousands of pounds will be raised.

Skydive UK / Buzz is one of the biggest sky¬ 
diving schools in he UK. Being located in Devon 
it has stunning views of three coastlines. 

Last year the record in America was beaten 
from 12,000 feet. 

Mr Farrant said: “We know that to beat the 
record we don’t even need to go to 15,000 feet, 
but then we would feel like we are doing half the 
job. 

“Our planes and pilots can take our skydivers to 
the maximum altitude of 15 000 feet, so why not?’'
